American citizen, thereby giving to her 
two children the unique privilege of be- 
ing citizens of the United States and of 
France, with equally good standing in 
elther country. All other American 
girls who have marned titled foreigners 
and gone abroad to reside would be ina 
similar position. 

It is recommended that American 
women be permitted to resume their 
American citizenship if they make appli- 
cation within one year after the death 
of their husbands, of after divorce has 
been granted. Minor children born out- 
side of the United States are to be per- 
mitted to become American citizens upon 
the naturalization of parent. The ex- 
Ppatriation of American citizens, it is 
recommended, should be assumed when 
they obtain naturalization in another 
country, when they engage in the serv- 
ice of another power, or when they re- 
main domiciled in a foreign country for 
five years without taking steps to main- 
tain their American citizenship. 

This provision would affect such cases 
as that of William Waldorf Astor, who 
has been a resident of Great Britain for 
more than five years. His expatriation 
would be regarded as complete. Ar- 
menians and other foreigners who come 
to this country gain citizenship through 
naturalization and then return home and 
engage in business, depending on their 
American citizenship to obtain 
special privileges, will have this prestige 
largely curtailed, 


Would Keep American Record. 


The commission recommends that the 
Secretary of State should authorize pro- 


tection and grant passports to persons 
who have declared their intention of be- 
coming American citizens, but that such 
passports should pot be effective in the 
country from which the persons eml- 
grated to the United States.

Mr. Anson Phelps Stokes and his wife (Rose Pas- 
tor) have abandoned their five-room tenement flat 
on the East Side, New York, where they have lived 
since their marriage, and gone to live in a little 
house, a sort of hut, on Long Island. 

“It is just a little house,” says Mrs. Stokes, “‘yery 
rude and plain, but’ made of shingles, devoid of 
paint inside and out, and of paper. Hut is a very 
good name for it. * * * We are going to use 
the money we shall save by living outside of New 
York in our life work, helping the masses.” 

All this sounds very sweet, but there is a limit 
of economy beyond which it is fatal to go,-either in 
railroad operations or helping the masses. 

If a railroad manager is so niggardly that he will 
not give the operating and maintenance depart- 
ments enough to go on the results at the end of 
the year will not be satisfactory. - In like manner 
Mr. and Mrs. Stokes may reduce their operating 
expenses to such an extent that the business of 
their lives—helping the masses-—will suffer. Efii- 
ciency costs money to produce and maintain. If 
the people who help the masses give up _ those 
things which are needed to make them strong they 
will not help much, in the long run. 

The rule applies in all directions. Whatever the 
work may be, efficiency depends upon a judicious 
expenditure for its support. Operating expenses 
must not fall too low. There must be enough food, 
clothes and other eltments of strength and comfort.

ALT RIVER, sacred to defeated 

S candidates, is a real stream. 

While not navigable, it is used ev- 

ery winter as an ice harbor by the tow- 

boats which go out of Pittsburg for the 
South. 

In the public mind there is only one 
stop on Salt River. That is Parker’s 
Landing. This is an error in geography. 
Parker’s Landing is up the Allegheny, 
and has no connection- with Salt Riv- 
er. 


Salt River empties into the Ohio about 
twenty-five miles south of Louisville. 
It {is a small stream which flows from 
the Kentucky hills to the great water, 
and is as tortuous, as crooked, and as 
unpleasant to navigate as the mind can 
imagine. Yet it is navigated for a short 
distance from its mouth by steamers 
of light draft. Flatboatse and refts are 
floated down upon its bosom. Before the 
Civil War it was an important stream in 
the matter of bringing Kentucky whis- 
ky down in the flathboats to a point 
where thev could be unloaded to 
er steamer. Refractory slaves 
generally assigned to the task of bring 
ing these boats down, as the work was 
arduous. 








Salt River became a hugaboo among 
the negroes, and it was from the un- 
pleasant character of the work on this 
river that ‘a trip up Salt River” came 
to be used in politics to express the des- 
‘ination of a defeated candidate.

But three years later, in 179%, he married 
Jane Ogle, a daughter of the Dean of Winchester, when he was 42 and she but 20 
years of age. Sheridan loved her very much, but thelr marriage suffered the 
same vicissitudes as his earlier and romantic life with the “‘Nightingale of 
Bath.”

Downtown Paving. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

l see that a hearing will be given 
property owners of the downtown dis- 
trict on Jan, 8, 1907, on the proposed re- 
construction of downtown streets. Pref- 
erence is given by Mr. J. E. Travilla to 
wood blocks, such as are now laid on 
Washington boulevard, saying that no 
repairs has been needed on Washing- 
ton boulevard in the,three and one-haif 
years since blocks were laid. It is a 
well-known fact that heavy traffic over 
wood blocks will not be as noisy as on 
stone of any kind, but will wood be the 
best? Washington boulevard has need- 
ed no repairs for three and one-half 
years, but there has been no heavy 
traific over it, either. I think where 
one heavy vehicle passes over Wash- 
ington boulevard, 100 or more pass over 
the downtown district in the same time, 
and it is heavy hauling that wears a 
street. The question is, are wood blocks 
better than asphalt? The difference in 
the draft of a load is 80 per cent in 
favor of asphalt, excep.ing when the 
streets are frozen and were dry at the 
time of freezing; then I think there is 
no difference of draft. Wood blocks, 
such as are laid on Washington 
boulevard would make an ideal street 
(barring draft) where streets are on a 
level in the downtown district, but 
where the grades are heavy, as around 
the Merchants’ Exchange, I think that 
many accidents would happen owing to 
the slippery condition of wood blocks 
when wet.

the map, showing them thetr particular 
ward and asking them. “How ean 
change your ward so as to please you 
better?” 

Says Delegates Favor Plan. 

“T have most of the members of the 
House enlisted in favor of the new 
ward boundaries,’’ he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “and I am working 
with the others, making changes that 
will get thelr votes for the new dis- 
tricts. 

“T have marked out the new districts 
without any regard to politics. I don't 
know how any ward I have marked out 
would go in an. election. My sole ef- 
fort has been to put into each ward as 
nearly as possible 4465 voters. and in 
the new boundaries no-- ward varies 
more than 10 from this number. The 
object of redistricting is to equalize the 
number of voters In each ward.’ 

Some of the new wards have curious 
shapes, despite the alleged efforts of 
Delegate Hallock to eliminate politics. 
The Ninth ard has, roughly, the 
shape of the key to a mildieval city. 
On the northern end of the ward is an 
excrescence of three blocks, which 
Democratic politicians. assert were put 
there to put Julius Wurzberger. who 
lives at 2117 Arsenal street, into the 
Ninth Ward. 

‘There has been much tampering 
with the map bv politicians.” satd 
Delegate Hallock. “Some unauthorized 
persons enter the committee room and 
add to wards or subtract from them 
as pleases their fancy. When the map 
is reported to the House of Delerates 
this excresence for one thing will be 
¢«liminated. A number of other miror 
changes will be made in the map be- 
fore it Is reported, and when the com- 
mittee reports at least fifteen. mem- 
bers of the House will be ready to 
vote in favor of {t.” 

For Democratic Commission. 

M. K. MeGrath, former Secretary of 
State, formerly on a ward redistricting 
committee of the Jcfferson Club, declares 
he will have a bill introduced into the 
State Legislature for the appointment 
by Mavor Wells of a commission of 
three members to redistrict the city. 

“When this commission reports to the 
Mayor the new ward boundaries will z0 
into effect. This will be provided in the 
law,’ said McGrath to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

“Wa don't want the circuit judges to 
have anvthing to do with the redistrict- 
ing because they are now Republican.” 

This activitv on the part of McGrath 
has awakened the House of Delegates 
to counter activity. Delegate Hallock 
deciares his bill will be ready to report 
after the holiday recess and that he 
has already votes enough to pass it 
The members of the committee are Hal- 
lock, Republican; Metzler, Republican; 
Moloney, JD)emocrat: Bentley, Demo- 
crat, and Gazzolo, Democrat

Witnesses from Coulterville where 
Haliworth spent the afternoon prior to 
his death, have been summon to tell 
of his pool games with two strangers, 
whose identity is sought by the Coro- 
ner.

When 
found dead tn his buery in a livery sta- 
ble here his pocketbook on the buggs 
bottom was empty . 
The bullet which killed Hallworth was 
of the same caliber as the revolver 
which was found in the bottom of the 
buggy. with four shells empty. This 
was finally determined by weighing the 
bit of lead taken from Hallworth’'s head. 
The bullet was of 32 caliber. 


Coroner's Theory of Case. 
The Coroner gives the following sum- 


mary of his reasons for thinking that 
Hallworth was murdered: 

There were no powder burns on the 
man’s face. 

Contusions on his forehead indicated 
that he had been struck, probably by 
the butt end of a revolver. 

The fact that two shots were fired 
Coroner McKenzie holds as evidence that 
he did not shoot himself, because, aa- 
suming that the glancing shot that curt 
a scalp wound in his forehead was fired 
by his own hand, he would have been 
too stunned to fire the fatal shot, which 
entered above the right ear. 

Coroner McKenzie believes that the 
body was placed in the buggy by the 
men who did the shooting. He believes 
that the revolver was thrown fm to give 
the impression of sulcide. The fact that 
Hallworth’s watch, pocketbook and a 
collar button were under the laprobe he 
takes as an indication that they were 
placed there by someone other than 
Hallworth.

Four policemen were near during the 
fight, but they made no attempt to stop 
the destruction of the property, under 
instructions from the wrecking company 
that owns the World's Fair buildings. 
' Frederick Van Blarcom, sophomore and 
son of a bank president, had obtained 
permission from the wrecking company 
to do as much damage as he and his 
fellow students pleased, agreeing to pay 
the damage. 

The unwritten, but clearly understood 
conditions of the fight were that the 
sophomores should raise their class flag 
somewhere on or. near the university 
grounds Thur&davy night; that, starting 
not before midnight, the freshmen were 
to find the flag and attempt to take it 
down; that if the freshmen did not cap- 
ture the flag by 9 a. m., the sophomores 
would be victors.
